20  PAIR  OF  OLD  CHINESE  PORCELAIN  LIONS.  Molded  in 
the  usual  conventional  type  of  large  size  and  decorated  with 
enamel  colors  of  K’ang  Hsi  date.  One  has  the  brocaded  ball 
( hsiu-ch’iu\  and  the  other  a cub.  The  red  flames  on  the  shoul- 
ders and  hips,  generally  taken  to  be  marks  of  its  supernatural 
character,  represent  probably  the  presence  of  wings  in  the 
archaic  model,  derived  doubtless  from  Indo-Persian  sources. 
K’ang  Hsi  period  (1662-1722).  Formerly  in  the  J.  Pierpont  Mor- 
gan collection
